REPORT 


SUPEEINTENDING  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


District  No.  1.  A  very  profitable  term  by  Miss  P.  W.  Pike, 
one  of  our  best  and  most  experienced  teachers. 

District  No.  2.  Three  terms.  First  two  by  Hattie  E.  Dar- 
ling, who  succeeded  admirably.  Order  and  progress  good.  Miss 
D.  fully  sustains  her  well-earned  reputation  as  a  teacher.  Third 
term  by  Martha  S.  Waterman,  a  very  methodical  teacher,  who 
has  the  decision  necessary  to  govern  a  large  number  of  small 
scholars.  Every  thing  has  gone  on  "  like  clock-work,"  and  I 
cheerfully  recommend  Miss  W.  as  a  competent  and  thorough 
teacher. 

District  No.  3.  One  term  by  Carrie  S.  Culver,  who  gave 
entire  satisfaction.  Especial  attention  paid  to  arithmetic  and 
reading.     This  school  is  noted  for  its  good  deportment. 

District  No.  4.  Two  terms.  First  by  Sarah  J.  Woodman,  a 
thorough  and  faithful  teacher.  Every  thing  satisfactory.  Pro- 
gress good.  Second  term  by  Mary  F.  Fellows,  who  kept  a  good 
school.  I  might  here  remark  that  Prof.  Patterson,  County  School 
Commissioner,  visited  this  school  and  the  schools  in  Nos.  2  and 
10,  and  expressed  himself  highly  pleased  with  the  manner  in 
which  they  were  conducted. 

District  No.  5.  One  term  by  Josephine  Moore,  who  kept  a 
most  excellent  school.  The  only  recommendation  I  need  give  is 
to  advise  the  district  to  secure  her  services  another  year. 
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District  No.  6.  Two  terms  by  Ellen  M.  Emmons,  a  young, 
but  promising  teacher.  She  did  very  well  indeed,  giving  good 
satisfaction.  I  am  pleased  to  learn  that  the  district  wish  her  to 
teach  this  year. 

District  No.  7.  One  short  term  by  Maria  Pattee ;  too  short 
to  do  justice  to  the  teacher  or  scholars.  The  school  is  small. 
This  was  Miss  P.'s  first  term.  She  did  well,  and  experience  will 
make  her  a  good  teacher. 

District  No.  8.  One  term  by  Miss  P.  W.  Pike,  who  always 
keeps  a  good  school.  Miss  P.  is  so  well  known  to  the  people  of 
the  town  that  I  need  not  speak  of  her  qualifications. 

District  No.  9.  One  term,  by  Annie  M.  Pierce.  A  teacher 
of  much  energy  and  large  experience.  This  school  is  in  a  back- 
ward condition,  but  improved  very  well  this  winter. 

District  No.  10.  Three  terms.  First  two  by  Miss  P.  W. 
Pike,  who  taught  in  Nos.  1  and  8.  I  think  the  district  could 
not  do  better  than  employ  her  permanently,  if  her  services 
could  be  secured.  Third  term  by  Mr.  L.  F.  Lougee,  the  only 
male  teacher  in  town.  The  school  improved  well  under  Mr.  L.'s 
charge,  who  gave  good  satisfaction. 

District  No.  11.  Two  terms,  by  Helen  S.  Locke.  This  was 
her  first  experience  in  teaching,  but  she  met  with  good  success, 
and  the  examinations  at  the  close  of  the  terms  were  very  satis- 
factory. 

In  several  of  the  schools  there  has  been  a  decided  improve- 
ment since  I  made  my  report  a  year  since,  and  the  others  have 
improved  gradually.  There  has  been  no  failure  on  the  part  of 
any  teacher  during  the  year  ;  all  have  labored  faithfully  and 
with  good  success.  Much  credit  is  due  the  prudential  commit- 
tees in  securing  the  services  of  competent  teachers.
